H is Speech at Hast Liv erpo o l—Majo r Mc­ 
K inley Offers a K ey no te. 


N e w Y o rk , June 27 .—A special to The 
Tribune from Canton, Ohio, say s: There is 
much more interest manifested reg arding 
Sherman’s tour in Ohio than was expected. 
His speech to the potters at East Liverpool 
Thursday nig ht was an uneq uivocal presenta­ 
tion of tariff principles, but his hearers were 
disappointed in hearing nothing on the rebel 
flag sensation, and surprised to hear him 
compliment the industrial g rowth of the 
south.
